Outlines NATO Purpose 


The President said he believed 
the 15-member NATO nations w en 
meeting in Paris to analyze the 
challenge of Russia and to m eet ii 
effectively. 


“ It is for us, together, to deter 
mine whether men will continue t< 
live in freedom and in dignity oi 
whether Kiev are to become m en 
vassals of an all powerful state,’ 
Eisenhower said. 


“ We all know that fear alone has 
neither the power nor the nobilit) 
to fulfill the ultimate destiny ot 
the Atlantic community,” he said 
In referring to the NATO m eet 
ing, he said: 


“ We shall be striving not only to 
strengthen the NATO shield bul 
we shall also address ourselves to 
other aspects of the alliance.” 
As a precaution against a strong 
cold wind, the President kept his 
hat on while the two national an­ 
thems were played. 


Eisenhower is the first Ameri­ 
can president to visit Paris since 
Woodrow Wilson came for the Ver­ 
sailles Peace Treaty in 1919. 
It is Eisenhower’s second trip 
to Europe since he became presi­ 
dent in 1952. 
He flew to Geneva, 
Switzerland, in 1955 for the abor­ 
tive Big Four “ sum m it” confer­ 
ence. 
Western diplomats agree NATO 
is faced with the gravest crisis in 
the eight > ear history of the anti­ 
communist alliance.
